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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants have added two new claims. New Claim 12 incorporates the limitations of Claim 3 (now 
cancelled) as an independent claim. New Claim 13 adds a new limitation that was not previously presented in the claims. The new 
limitations include the specific release agent, stearyl alcohol, and a new concentration range of 0.1-0.25%. Further, these new claims do 
not change the patentability of the original claims that were finally rejected. Therefore, while the new limitations of Claim 13 distinguish 
the claim over the prior art of record, they have not been previously presented. In addtion, in the event Claim 13 is demmed allowable, 
the amendments presented do not change the patantability of the remaining claims and therefore do not place the application in better 
form for appeal because issues remaining were not materially reduced or simplified . 
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
